Wen you work with a child on a behavior issue, speak quietly so only that child can 
hear. Suggest a better course of activity with a positive outcome. Keep calm and use 
gentle humor, rather than allowing a confrontation to build. If you feel it's necessary, 
ask a child to visit the Shipmate Manager with you. 

Almost all kids want to participate in the activities with a happy outcome. Sometimes 
they trip overtheirfeelings and don’t know howto right themselves. You'll provide just 
the positive nudge they need to get back on track. 

Remember this key thought for the week: 

It's about the kids! 

You may be intrigued by a craft and want to do one yourself. Or maybe you’d love to 
play one of the games. Remember, you're a helper this week. As you give of yourself, 
you'll be amazed at how blessed you will feel in return. This is a great chance for you to 
experience the truth of Jesus' statement, 

“It is more blessed to give than to receive, ’’Acts 20:35. 


Kids in my crew: 


Make it a point to find out about the activities and interests of the kids in your crew. 

Do they have siblings? Where do they live? What are their hobbies? FavoriteTV shows, 
video games, and movies? 


Start praying for the kids who will be in your crew, even if you don't know all their 
names. Ask Jesus to help you reflect his love to them. And have a great week!
